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BRAZIL'S EXPORTS OF STRATEGIC MATERIALS TO THE UNITED STATES 








According to the United States Department of Commerce statist- i 
ics, Brazilian exports to the United States in 1942 totalled the sum of | 
$165,214,866. Of this amount, $43,810,472 were for strategic and critic- 
al materials and $121,404,394 for non-strategic and non-critical mate- 
rials. 








BRAZIL EXPORTS TIRES 





Brazil exported from Jaiuary to November 1943, 5,201 tons of 
tires, amounting to 146,037,000 Cruzeiros. Of this total, 50.5% were 
sent to the United States, i. e., 2,627 tons. The balance of 49.5). co- 
vered ten other countries of the hemisphere. Colombia received 806 tons, 
Peru 622, Chile 492, Venezuela 225, Equador 191, Bolivia 173, Paraguay 
95, Argentina 8, French Guyana and Dutch Guyana half a ton each. A trial 
Shipment of 90 kilograms was made to the Union of South Africa. 

In the April 5 issue of this Bulletin we have published a de- 
tailed article on the Brazilian rubber program; some interesting facts 
and figures on our rubber production and exports can be obtained from 
that article. 








BRAZILIAN PRODUCTION OF CEMENT 








The national production of cement, from January to September 
1943, totalled 536,176 tons, at an estimated value of 193,709,000 Cru- 
2eiros. During February, March, April and May the monthly production 
varied between 55,103 and 59,103 tons, but in the other months an average 
of 60,000 tons was maintained, July having been a record month with 
Production reaching 66,909 tons.

The exports of raw cotton from January to November 1943 total- 
led 59,898 tons, with a value of 310,373,000 Cruzciros. The average price 
Per ton was 5,315 Cruzciros.

NEW TARIFF REGULATIONS ON BRAZILIAN lijPORTS OF PLAIN CLEAR GLASS 


Text of the Decrec-Law regulating tariffs on imported plain- 
clear glass issucd in Brazils 


Decree*Law N. 6,462 Datcd May 2, 1944 
raising Custom Dutics on Plain-Clcear Glass 


The President of the Republic, exercising the powcrs vested 
in him under Article 180 of the Constitution decrees: — 


Article 1 - The custom dutics on plain clear glass of any thickness mcn- 
tioned in Article 642 of the Tariff are hereby doubled. 
Paragraph I: The custom dutics on other qualities of imported glass, 
mentioned in Article 642 will remain the same. 
Paragraph II: The above-mentioned custom dutics are to be levied on 
the plain clear class which is already in thc Custom Housc 
awaiting clearancc,. 





Article 2 = Authority is granted to the Federal Forcign Trade Council 
(Conselho Federal dx Comércio Extcrior) to establish cciling 
prices in Brazil for plain clear glass manufactured in the 
countrye This price-fixing wiil be made semi-annually, in ac- 
cordance with documents presented by the parties interested to 
the snid Council which may, if deemed neccessary, have the 
factory books examined by trustworthy specialists, at the ex- 
pense of the interested party. 

sole Paragraph: When fixing such prices, the Federal Foreign Trade 
Council shall take into consideration the investment of capi- 
tal as well as the work put into such companies, protecting, 
however, the consumers! interests. 





Article 3 - The manufacturing corporations or companies actually exist- 
ing in Brazil must have their factories in operation, so that 
a minimum of two thirds of their capital will be produced. The 
Federal Government can rightfully intervene whenever this mi- 
nimum production is not attained. 








Article 4 - No new factory of plain glass can be erected in the country, 
without specific authorization of the Government to that ef- 
fect, and approval from the Federal Foreign Trade Council. 


Article 5 - The present Decree-Law shall come into force on the date of 
its publication, May 4, 1944, and contrary enactments are here- 
by revoked. |

BRAZIL'S CEMENT IMPORTS FREE OF DUTY FOR 90 DAYS 





In accordance with instructions issued in a new Decree-Law, 
cement may be imported by Brazil, during ninety days, free of duty. 
The text of the new Decree-Law reads as follows: 


Decree-Law N. 6,443, dated April 27, 1944 
Suspending Duties and Taxes on Imported Cement 


The President of the Republic, exercising the powers vested 
in him under Article 180 of the Constitution decrees: 

"Article 1 - Custom duties and taxes on Portland and Roman cement, re- 
ferred to in Article 592 of the Brazilian Custom-House Tariff 
are lifted, for a period of 90 days, as of the date of public- 
ation of the present Decree=Law, April 29, 1944. 





Article 2 - The exemption referred to in Article 1 is applicable to ce- 
ment which is already in national ports. 

Sole Paragraph: The provisions of this Article apply to merchandise in 
the Custom-Housc, which has been submitted for release, but 
which has not yet been cleared by that officc. 





Article 3 - The exemption referred to in Article 1 is applicable also to 
cement which entered the country after expiration of the time- 
limit, but which was shipped from the port of origin during 
the period (90 days) when this suspension was in cffect. 





Article 4 = The present Decree-Law shall come into force on the date of 
its publication (April 29, 1944). 





Article 5 = Contrary enactments are hereby revoked. 








SPINNING AND WEAVING OF WOOL IN BRAZIL 





Brazil is gradually becoming independent of forcign woolen 
textiles imports, duc not only to the progressive expansion of the na- 
tional production, but mainly to the continuous improvement of the out- 
put. It is truc, however, that forcign yarns are imported for weaving 
purposes, but the national production is increasing, and rapidly ime- 
Proving in quality. 

On the other hand, local raw-matcrial in the State of Rio Gran- 
de do Sul is sufficient for the domestic industry; the country's con- 
Sumption bcing about 7,000,000 kgs., which stil! afford a small margin 
for export. 3 

The State of S&8o Paulo which is the biggest producer of woolen 
textiles in the country, consumcs about 3,500,000 kgs. of raw material 
annually, leaving 2,000,000 to 2,500,000 kgs. for the State of Rio Gran- 
de do Sul, and 1,500,000 for the Federal District. 

The woolen weaving factories in Brazil have a greater. product- 
jon capacity of textiles than the spinning factories of yarns. For a 
long period of time, the weaving factories depended on imported yarns. 
With the improvement of domestic yarns, and with the possibility of using 
the best wools in a larger scale, there is now no reason to justify the 
difference in production of the weaving factorics, and the spinning mills 
and @ rapid increase in the output of the spinning mills is expected soon, 
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BRAZIL BUILDS TRIMOTORED AIRPLANES 





Brazil is successfully building trimotored planes for passen- 
ger and cargo tra nsportation 

The framework of this plane is constructed of stccl tubes, 
and the outside is made of Brazilian wood. The motors are Franklin Con- 
tinentals of 1350 HP each, and are being designed and built by the Hen- 
rique Lage factory for the Companhia Nacional de Navegag@o Acrea (Na- 
tional Company of Aerial Navigation). 

This airplane has a gross weight of 3,400 kilograms, and a 
net weight of 2,000 kgs. It is Known to have reached a speed of 200 ki- 
lometers per hour. It was designed so that it could land easily on small, 
or uneven areas, with a max iraum speed of 85 kilometers. 

A new model, to be built in the future, will be constructed 
entirely of Brazilian "wood. 





AMERICAN INVESTMENTS IN BRAZIL 





According to recent releases of the United States Treasury 
Department, the private investments of American citizens in Brazil are 
estimated at $337,242,028. (The British press indicates that British 
investments in Brazil total $951,063,396)

The value of American direct investments in Brazil for 1940 
totalled $240,000,000 and represented an increase of $46,000,000 over 
1936. The total for 1943 represented an increase of $97,133,000 over 
the 1940 figures. 

In 1940 the bulk of investments was in manufacturing and dis- 
tributing enterprises.

TRANSACTIONS 2N THE BRAZILIAN FRONTIER ZONE 





The following Decree=Law has been signed in Brazil, regulating 
real estate transactions, as well as commercial and industrial establi'’sh- 
ments owned by foreigners in Brazil's frontier zone: (Decree-Law N. 6430 
dated May 17, 1944) 

The President of the Republic, exercising the powers vested 
in him under Article 180 of the Constitution decrees: 





Article 1 = Transactions of private lands on the 150-kilometer strip 

2. along the Brazilian frontier, such as alienation, quit-rent, 
mortgage, usufruct and property transfers, will only be allow= 
ed to foreigners when their properties do not exceed 2,000 
hectares, and when the total area belonging to, or being used 
by them does not exceed one third of the area of each munici- 
pality. 

Paragraph 1: Where a plain-lease is concerned, the fixed limit will 

be 8,000 hectares. 


Article 2 - The management or administration of companies developing 
industries or business in the Brazilian frontier zore, mention- 
ed in Article 1 must always belong to a Brazilian-born citi- 
zen, or to a majority of Brazilian-born citizens. 

sole Paragraph: If the organization is composcd only of two partners 
or two managers or directors, one of them must be a Brazilian- 
born citizen. 





Article - Trade or industrial organizations developed by foreigners 
are permissible within this 150-kilometer strip along the 
Brazilian frontier when the number of foreigners owning the 
business or industry docs not exceed one third of the total 
number of traders or industrialists who developed it. 





Article - In accordance with specifications issued by the Comissao Es- 
pecial de Fronteiras (Special Committee on Frontiers) the 
above-mentioned limits are not applicable to the natives of 
the neighboring countries in the zones corresponding to the 
respective Brazilian border. 








Article 5 = Sole paragraph in Article 1; first and third paragraphs of 
Article 14; and Article 15 of the Decree=Law N. 1,968 of Jan- 
uary 17, 1940; as well as Article 10 of Decree-Law N. 2,610 of 
Scptember 20, 1940, are hereby revoked. 


Article - The present Decree-Law shall come into force on the date 
of its publication, May 17, 1944. 








The former legal regulations which arc modified by the abovee 
mentioned Decree-Law rcad as follows: 


Decrce=-Law N. 1,968 of January 17, 1940 





Article 1 - Within a strip of territory one hundred and fifty kilometers 
wide, along the frontier, no concession of lands or means of 
communication can be made without a hearing of the Supreme 
Council of National Security. 

Sole Paragraph: When the concessionaires or acquirers of such lands 
situated in the aboveemcntioned national frontier zone are 
foreigners, the effect of this law, on transactions such as 
alienation, quiterent, precarious title, possession transfer- 
ences or leases, is comprehensive. 





Article 14 - All industrial or trade organizations situated on the natior 
al frontiers must, without discrimination, observe the special 
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jegislation and comply with the following rules: 

Paragraph 1: It is absolutely necessary to be a Brazilian-born citi- 
zen in order to have full powers of management or administra- 
tion. 

Paragraph 3: If the partnership or organization is composed only of 
two partners, one of them must be a Brazilian-born citizen, 
and the entire management of the business must be in his 
chargee In the absence of the Brazilian-born partner, the ma- 
nagement of the firm must be given to any Brazilianeborn ci- 
tizen, regardless of whether or not he is employed by the firm, 





Article 15 = Any industrial or trade organization individually owned by 

, foreigners is forbidden to operate within the 150kilometer 

Strip along the Brazilian frontier. 

Sole Paragraph: Where small establishments are concerned, however, 
the Supreme Council of National Security can authorize them 
to continue their activities.

20, 1940; 





Article 10 - Brazilian-born citizens, children of foreign parents, can 
buy or rent lands situated on the 150-kilometer strip of the 
Brazilian frontier only through a license of the Special Come 
mission for Frontier Land Concession, according to all regul- 
ations concerning this law.
